FINBACK BUTTONS AND RIBBONS 


Remei^er the adage, "We used to make our own fun" often 
our parents when we so ruefully complained as 
children about boredom and lack of organized activities’’ 

Have you ever thought about what the previous generations 
did for fun before the advent of multi-media imaging and 

Perhaps these reminiscences 

are best preserved through the souvenirs and memorabilia of 
town celebrations. Finback buttons, ribbons, badges and 
medals conjure up visions of horse-drawn carriages, high 
button shoes, parasols, and grand parades. Historical 
legacies depicting generations and edifices long gone or 
commemorating activities fondly remembered can be among the 
most enjoyable of all collectibles. 


9rganized local celebrations were and are planned to 
coincide with a formal holiday, the anniversary of a town's 
founding or incorporation or a special event such as a fair 
or carnival. Early festivities were eagerly anticipated and 

publicized, typified by large gatherings of 
people from diverse geographic areas and festooned with the 

with political inaugurations or 
affairs of state. Medals and published proceedings were the 
most cherished and expensive forms of remembrance for these 
events, but wearable items such as ribbons, buttons and 
badges were more within the financial limitations of the 

Continued to the present day as the most 
popular of all souvenirs. 


The earliest wearable New Hampshire souvenir items began 
late 1800's and grew in popularity through 
the 1920 s when the Depression, followed by World War II, ^ 
public attention and weakened interest in these 
forms of social exchange and merriment.

One of the most enjoyable aspects of collecting this 
type of memorabilia is the diversity and variety represented 
for each celebration. Unlike their medallic counterparts, 
these souvenir items were less expensive to produce and could 
be used for committees, or special interest groups connected 
with the celebration. An example can be found in some of the 
more recent celebrations which sponsored groups like the 
"Brothers of the Brush" and "Anniversary Belles". These 
groups joined together in a spirit of competition and 
contributed both enthusiasm and labor to the celebration. In 
the instance of the "Brothers", men from the community would 
grow beards at the start of the celebration and would be 
issued "Shavers Permits" at the end. Both of these 
activities were reflected in pinback buttons issued by some 
towns. In the 1960 's it was quite popular for towns to issue 
either bolo or western bow ties with the celebration 
information proudly displayed for all to see. Also many 
towns had special pinback buttons or ribbons designed to 
identify committee members or as awards for parade floats or 
athletic events. 


As is the trend with New Hampshire town medals, pinbacks 
and ribbons are becoming quite scarce. A few short years ago 
it was not uncommon to find them regularly at most any 
antique shop or flea market, but not anymore. Prices are 
still pretty reasonable (in the $1.00 - $15.00 range) even in 
light of their declining availability. At this point it 
would be relatively safe to assume that any pinback or ribbon 
from New Hampshire would make a handsome addition to any 
collection of state material.
